“Since becoming gov- 
ernor, with the support of 
Rebuild Alabama, we have 
embarked on more than 1 500 new road and 
| bridge projects worth more than $5 billion. 
| We certainly have more work in front of

| today,” said Governor Ivey. “Every single 
penny generated by Rebuild Alabama has 
gone to road and bridge projects, and we 
| are not relenting on our efforts any time 
| soon.” 

This round of the Annual Grant Pro- 


from Alabama Hwy 203 to Ad- 
kinson Avenue and Adkinson 
Avenue from Martin Luther King 
Drive to Alabama Highway 189. 
This is 1.19 miles of roadway. 

Other funds contributed to the 
project are $79,725 for a total 
project cost of $329,725. 

Coffee County also will re- 
ceive $250,000 in Rebuild Ala- 
bama grant funds for the resur- 
facing of County Road 239 from 
County Road 248 to Alabama 
Highway 167. This is 4.4 miles 
of roadway. 

Other funds contributed to this 
project are $414,318 for a total 
project cost of $664,318. 

This is the third year of the Annual Grant 
Program, with $20 million in state fund- 
ing awarded for local projects across since 
2020. 

An additional round of local projects is 
expected later this year. It is anticipated that 
a number of projects will be under contract 
by the end of this year. All projects are re- 
quired to move forward within one year of 
the awarding of funds.

Firefighter Byrd is a 
gradute of New Brockton 
High School, and he resides 
now in Jack, Ala. His wife, 
Kayla, is a hair stylist in Elba. 

Two of the firefighters 
were on standby for Lifeflight 
when the AFD was paged out 
to the house fire, Kelley said. 

“There were only three of 
us initially on the call.” 

All agreed that the adren- 
alin started pumping as soon 


as they heard people were 
trapped. 

The only thought was “we 
gotta get them out,” Prevett 
said. 

Prevett and Byrd said the 
occupants were disoriented 
from smoke inhalation when 
they got to them. While both 
were suffering from smoke 
inhalation, neither was 
burned, they said, and they 
were turned immediately over 
to the care of Advanced EMS. 

The feeling after they got 
the residents out? 

“Great relief,” Prevett said. 

“This is what we train to 
do,” Kelley said. “We hope 
we never have to use the 
training, but these guys did a 
great job.”
